Prices Prices are high. A movie costs 40 piasters, which is 

about $1.10. Local cigarettes come about 50 cents the 
pack, American brands about $1. Shoes, taxis, suits and food are 
above U. S. prices. All eggs, meat, butter, milk and most perishable 
food stuffs are strictly rationed. The Israeli citizen gets four eggs 
per week. There is no cheating. 

The population of more than a million is terribly crowded at 
home and on the buses. Transportation is short. The distances are 
such that taxis ply between Jerusalem and Tel Aviv, Haifa and 
Tel Aviv, at good stiff prices, but people pay it to escape the buses. 

Income taxes are roughly equivalent to those in the United 
Kingdom. But there is no black market worth the name and aus- 
terity is shared alike, even by the tourists.

When asked 
why, the friend replied, “Well, here all is austerity. We do not have 
enough to eat. The taxes are high. The cost of living is great. 
There are many sacrifices. Life is monotonous. The papers urge 
one to do without and to work harder lest we starve and die. The 
papers warn us there may be another war. So, I read the anti- 
Semitic papers. And what are they saying? They are saying the 
Jews have all the money and are going to rule the world.” This is 
always good for a loud laugh. 


All this means the spirit of the people is high. If peace will 
only come to the Middle East, and the beginning of it looks near, 
then Israel will emerge from austerity. She wants to buy and she 
has some goods to sell, although her domestic consumption is so 
thorough most of what she can make, at high costs, is used locally. 
Her high wages and small factory output will make it difficult for 
her to compete in many items on a world market. But, peace, 
with trade across the borders, will greatly relieve the present 
situation in which Israel, lacking dollars, is tightening her belt 
and doing without. Her money, which is inflated, is backed chiefly 
by a printing press and a dream—but it is sound. 


' There are more and more acres going into crops each year and 
within another two or three years the new nation should be pro- 
ducing about half her foodstuff needs. She now does about 40 
percent of it.

On an October morning in 1903, in a village not far from 
La Rochelle in eastern France, a young priest paled as he listened 
to his first confession. 

“Yesterday afternoon,” he heard the penitent on the other side 
of the curtain say, “I met a strange girl on the dirt road that runs 
by the pond. When I tried to make friends with her, she laughed 
at me, and I got so mad I picked up a stone and hit her to make 
her stop laughing.

What happens to social gain if the United 
States meets the fate of Rome with its fatal 
program of social gain and planned economy?

Or of the French Republic under its 
new deal that collapsed under the impact of war 
in 1940? 

Social gains and labor unions are always the 
first victims of the financial collapse of a na- 
tion.

On the northern boundary between Utah and Colorado, near the canyons carved by the Green 
River, is a scientific treasure of reptile skeletons which grew 90 feet long about 100,000,000 years 


ago. 

But on the rocky walls of thé river are the 
footprints of the giants that roamed the jungles 
there in an ancient age. These marks are known 
as petroglyphs. And Ickes is just as fond of 
a petroglyph as he is of the bone which made it 


long ago. 


So in 1938 President Roosevelt turned 
the region into a national monfiment. Now 
comes the Hon. Michael Straus, Commis- 
sioner of Reclamation, with a plan to build 
& power dam in the Green River down- 
stream from Lower Disaster Falls. Oops! 


The National Parks Service said nothing do- 
ing; that dam would blot out the hoofprints. And 
also mess up the scenery, turn the rushing river 
into a trickle, and—in dry seasons—cover the 
landscape with mud. 

This put Secretary Chapman in a spot: He’s 
boss of the Reclamation Bureau; he’s also head 
man of the Parks Service. Whichever way he 
decided he’d be wrong. So he called in the dino- 
saur boys and also the power moguls for ad- 
vice.

COLLIDERS BEWARE! 


Collisions Happen in Homes | 


“Collision with inanimate ob- 
jects” is a term long familiar to 
insurance people as one of the 
principal causes of home acci- 
dents for which compensation 
claims are filed. 


Most of these coilisions occur 
at night because people will 
grope around in the dark, but a 
significant number happen in 
broad daylight merely because 
someone has moved a piece of 
furniture out of place, or because 
the victim was to preoccupied 
or in too much of a hurry to 
look where he was going. 

The collider is fortunate if he 
suffers nothing more than a 
painfully barked shin that can 

taken care of with a dab of 
antiseptic and one of those ready- 
made adhesive bandages that has 
the gauze pad already affixed to 
the adhesive tape. “Collision 
with inanimate objects” crops up 
over and over again as one of the 
causes of broken bones and the 
more than 15,000 fatal falls that 
occur annually in the home. 

If we ane to be safe in our 


homes it behooves us to watch 
where we are going in the home 
as carefully as when we are 
crossing the street, to avoid mis- 
placing furniture or leaving 
doors half open, and to acquire 
the habit of turning on a lig 
when we move around at night.

Even if the fall means 
no more than a trip to the medi- 
cine cabinet f r antiseptic and a 
ready-to-apply adhesive bandage, 
it is going to disturb the sleeper 
far more than a brief turning on 
of the bedside light.

Refusal to win the first lead 
of a suit at no trump, holding 
the ace or the king of the suit 
led is an everyday occurrence, 
but the holdup play, when the 
stopper consists of a combina- 
tion of cards headed by the jack, 
is a rare spectacle. It arose in 
today’s hand. 


The final contract of three no 
trump was not the best for the 
combined. holding. South’s re- 
sponses were routine. The jump 
rebid of three spades by Nort 
was not forcing but South, hold- 
ing seven points rather than the 
minimum of six, and having 
stoppers in three suits, was jus- 
tified in carrying on. With the 
North hand, our preference 
would have ‘been for an imme- 
diate jump to four spades, 
choosing not to risk a possible 
pass by South with some mini- 
mum holding. Even after the 
three-spade bid is kept alive, it 
is our practice to carry on to 
four spades with hands of this 
type. With a semisolid suit, 
lacking one of the key cards, it 
is better to attempt a 10-trick 
contract rather than run the 
risk of having your only stop- 
per in one of the suits knocked 
out, before your best suit is de- 
veloped, at,no trump.

Under U. S., Says Atlantan

The fifteenth century paradise that first greeted Colum- 
bus back in 1492 has changed a lot from the illustrations that 

dot our history books, according to Mrs. Edgar Greene. 

Just returned from a tour of the West Indies, the Atlantan 
accompanied her husband, Dr. Greene, who hospitals 
and attended clinics in Puerto Rico, the Virgin Islands, Dominican 
Republic, Jamaica and Cuba, as a member of the post-clinical 
group of the New Orleans Graduate Medical Assembly.

- Gross Vacancies Here 
~ Reported 1.1 Percent

The gross vacancy rate for dwelling units in the-Atlanta 

area during February was 1.1 percent, Brunswick A. Bagdon, 

Regional Director of the U. S. Department of Labor’s Bureau 
of Labor Statistics in the South, revealed yesterday. 


_. The announcement, based on a 
survey made during Feb., 1950, 
Was made prior to a hearing to de- 
termine whether rents in the At- 
lanta area should be decontrollied, 
scheduled for 2 p. m. this after- 
noon in the City Council chamber. 

The report also shows that hab- 
itable vacant units amounted to 1.0 
percent of all dwelling units in the 
area. those available for rent com. 
prised 0.4 percent; those for sale 
0.2 percent. 

Habitable vacancies not for rent 
or sale, such as units already rent 
ed or sold but not yet occupied, 
units being held in estate or other 
litigation, or for seasonal occupan- 
cy, were 0.4 percent of all dwell 
ings. the report said. 

Ed W. Hiles, speaking for the 
Property Owners Association, Inc., 
gaid, “the mere fact that the Labor 
report shows there exists vacan- 
cies in rental property in the At- 
lanta area bears out the property 
owners’ contention that the hous 
ing shortage which existed a year 
ago is now eliminated. 

“You can’t have rental vacan- 
cies and a rerital shortage at the 
same time.’ Hiles said. 

Approximately 1,200 houses, 
apartments, or duplexes have been 
available to the public of Atlanta 
at some time since March 15, 1950, 
Hiles continued. 

“Many units are still vacant and 
approximately 400 family units 
are being deliberately withheld 
from the market because of rent 
control,’ Hiles said. 

Hiles based. his statements on 
voluntary reports from landlords 
and classified advertising in both 
Atlanta newspapers with all dupli- 
cation eliminated.

Thus, chemurgy, which already 
has brought so much prosperity to 
Southern States, is still at work 
to bring more prosperity by find- 
ing other uses for the products of 
the farms — farms not only in 
Georgia but all over America. 

And what with the grave eco- 
nomic problem of price supports 
for an inreasingly large number 
of farm products—supports which 
of themselves have served to in- 
crease the production of those 
products — chemurgy did not start 
to work any too soon. For in- 
sta.ce, what to do with a surplus 
of 75,000,000 bushels of white po- 
tatoes? Or a surplus of 190,000,000 
pounds of dried milk? Or 52,000,- 
0CO pounds of surplus eggs? 

These are some of the questions 
which today’s chemurgists are 
wrestling with. They have confi- 


dence enough in their science to Straus and a few NFCC chemists, scarcity. 


believe they will eventually find 
the answers to these questions, 
Didin’t they find out how to 
change wood into rayon and the 
soybean into a substitute for

The problems of chemurgy

Just as the modern atomic sci- 
entists have gone far beyond the 
dreams of the alchemists of the 
Middle Agés, so the chemurgists 
have changed magic into - reality. 
As one of them said in Washing- 
ton last week: “It’s as easy today 
to make an automobile door from 
common beans as it is to make 
bean soup.” 

As further proof of the economic 
effectiveness of chemurgy, the 
same man also said: 

“In 1936, few Amerigan smokers, 
who then used 300 billion cig- 
areties a year, knew that nine 
out of every 10 of their cigarettes 
were wrapped in paper made in 
France, paper recaptured from 
waste linen. Three years before 
the fall of- France, Henry H.' 


using the research work of Jesse 
Jackson, of Savannah, devised a 
way to purify crude North Caro- 
line flax and thereby they were 
able to move an entire industry 
to the United States. 


“Not far from Asheville, N. C., | 
there are more than 2,000 per- 
sons at work on jobs that didn’t 
exist 15 years ago. They are 
making paper for the more’than 
500 billion cigarettes Americans 
will smoke this year. Many of 
those cigarettes will be paid for 
with dollar bills printed on che- 
murgically-made flaxen paper!”
